Martin Lerner stated that he appreciated Applicants 1 distinction in the Amendment filed 28 February 2006 between 
language model probabilities and language model scores, but that the argument did not overcome the rejection. A 
Wikipedia definition says that "language models are probability distributions defined on a sequence of words." Thus, 
language model probabilities are implicit in any language models. Martin Lerner suggested that Applicants might avoid 
a first action final rejection by incorporating the equations for posterior probabilities into the claims from Page 10 of the 
Specification. Stanley Ference asked about the time frame required for response to the amendment filed 28 February 
2006 with the RCE. Martin Lerner said that he intended to work next week on the Application. Stanley Ference said 
he would talk to the inventors about the possibility of incorporating the subject matter of the posterior probabilities into 
dependent claims. 
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
